Oh well, I suppose every age 
has its problems — some big, 
some small. And sometimes our 
‘eyes see things out of focus. 
Small problems we look upon 
as big problems and big. prob- 
lems we often regard as beyond 
our understanding. That is often 
too true but it doesn’t excuse 
lack of interest.

‘Birds And Animals 


Experts have pointed out 4hat 
some domestic animals are 
much longer-lived than we im- 
agine and that there is a tend- 
ency for them to live longer 
nowadays. 

The average life of a dog is 
15 years and a horse between 
\25 and 30 years. There are re- 
cords of cats living to the age 
of 20 and over, but most cats 
die before they are 15 years old. 


Pigs will often exceed 20 
years of age, but five years is 
a fair average for a rabbit and 
seven for a hare. 


Lions do not often: live be- 
yond 20 years. In captivity they 
usually die before the age of 17. 
Leopards, jaguars and hyenas 
live to be approximately 25. The 
elephant’s normal life-span is 
75 years, but sometimes he is 
“not out” at a century. Camels 
are often old and bent at. 35. 


Man-like apes seldom live 
more than 30 years, Mickey, a 
London Zoo chimpanzee, died of 
senile decay when 26 years old. 
Age limits for some other beasts 


include: rhinoceroses, 45; hip- 
popotamuses, 40; bears, 35; 
giraffes, 30;kangaroos, 20; sea- 


lions, 25. 


Walruses certainly live to 50 
years of age and possibly much 
longer, while a seal has lived in 
captivity for over thirty years. 

Reptiles are very long-lived. 
Among tortoises, those inhabit- 
ing the Galapagos Islands 
weighing five to six  hundred- 
weights are reputed to attain 
great ages, One is said to have 
lived 200 years. 

Parrots and cockatoos§ are 
among the longest-lived birds. 
Although fabulous ages should 
be taken with a grain of salt, 
there is a well-authenticated in- 
stance of a parrot reaching 102 
years. When he was turned 
sixty, Cocky, a sulphur-crested 
cockatoo, took part in a TV 
show. 

One of the longest-lived do- 
mestic birds is the goose which 
sometimes lives to the age of 
40. Hens have lived to 19, ducks 
to more than 17 and a cock 
pheasant has survived in natur- 
al surroundings to 22.

There was even more excite- 
ment than usual as the big field 
lined up for the start of the 
Cambridgeshire. For everyone 
in the betting world knew that 
the greatest gambler of all time, 
Charlie Hannam, was in deep 
water and had chosen the 
big handicap as his last despair- 


ing - “get - me - out - of - trouble” | 


Wager. : 

He owed the ring’ $180,000. 
And he had plunged desperately 
on Gordon Richards’ mount, 
Domaha, to win hirn $200,000. 

As .they streaked up the 
straight, three horses forged to 


’ the front, flashing past the post 


together. Domaha was one of 
them, and with no photo-finish 
in those days, 1938, a good many 
punters thought Gordon's mount 
had won.. But the judge placed 
him third ;and gave the race to 
Helleniqua. 


Hannam was 
vanished from the racing world 
forever after a battle with the 
bookies that had lasted 40 years, 
ever since, as a humble book- 
maker himself, he suddenly 
realized that his lightning-quick 
brain could make him more 
money backing horses. 

His yearly betting turnover 


‘was more than $10,000,000. Some- 


times, for weeks on end, he 


_would gamble $5,000 on every 


race. “There's no such thing as 
luck in steady betting so long 
as a man can judge which race 


- will give him a chance and can 


calculate’ correctly 
against him,” he said. 

“Yet Hannam's gambling was 
not confined to racing,” says 
Meyrick Good in “The Lure of 
the Turf”, a well illustrated and 
fascinating book covering over 
50 years of racing activity, “He 
loved a game of billiards and 
thought nothing bf backing him- 
self for $1,500 or ‘$3,000. The 
more at stake the better he 
would play. There was one oc- 
casion when he lost $50,000 on 
&@ game of darts in a Liverpool 
hotel.” 

Meyrick Good nominates the 
late Joe Owers, of Sutton, as 
the most astute gambling char- 
acter he ever met. He had to 
borrow $500 to get to Monte 
Carlo for the first time. But 
after that he went there year 
after year and never brought 
back less than $30,000 with him. 

He, too, had a wonderful brain 
for figures and he soon dis- 
covered a secret that made him 
thousands. He noticed that the 
croupier in Trente et Quarante 
always showed the last card, 
after cutting them, before plac- 
ing it back in the pack, Owers 
never wagered until the turned 
up card had been dealt. Then he 
Memorized the rest of the pack 
and placed his bets accordingly. 

Unwisely, after a few drinks, 
he disclosed his secret to a party 
of Greeks who formed a syndi- 
cate and reaped a rich harvest 
until the Casino officials dis~ 
covered the flaw. After that 
the cut card ceased to be shown. 
_ Once Owers was “caught” for 
$500 by a man. He got his own 
back, however. He bet him the 
game sum that he could esti- 
mate more accurately than the 
other the weight of a huge sal- 
mon that was laid out in their 
hotel for supper. s 

He won getting the weight 
right to within a pound — which 
was hardly surprising since he 
had already got the chef to put 
the fish on the scales for him! 

Though not much good at golf, 
he could never resist gambling 
—- and usually losing — thou- 
sands of dollars at the game. His 
most freakish match was when 


the odds 


’ he contracted to drink a whisky 


at every tee. It’s reported that 
he reachedsthe fourteenth green, 
where he had driven his» ball 
into a banker. He went in after 
it — and stayed there! 

“When a jockey wins the Der- 
by he looks for a present of at 
least $3,000 or ten per cent of 
the ‘stakes,” says Meyrick Good. 
Then he cites the case of poor 
W. Bullock, who won the Turf’s 
Blue Riband, and the Oaks as 


finished. He ~ 


‘ well, on Signorinetta, in 1908, 


for the Chevalier Ginistrelli. All 
he received from the grateful 
owner was a glass of sherry! 
“On the subject of the Epsom 
classic, the author recalls How 
St Amant won in a raging thun- 
derstorm, with lightning flashing 
over the famous Downs. The 
colt, ownéd ‘by Mr. Leopold de 
Rothschild, got away like a bul- 
let and never faltered until the 
post was. reached. 

Most people thought he had 
won because ke was scared out 
of his wits by the storm. But 
his\trainer, Alfred Hayhoe, could 
have refuted+ that 
ordet that his-horse would71iot 
be put-oeff~by the storm,he’d 
taken the precaution before the 
“off” of stuffing its ears with 
cotton wool! 

His greatest thrill, says Mer- 
rick Good, during a career on 
the Turf lasting sixty years, was 
when he was asked by the late 
Lord Derby, in 1921, to go to his 
private box at Ashtree and “cal!” 
the race for a distinguished 
guest: King ‘George V. The ex- 
periment was such a success he 
was asked to repeat it three 
more times. 

When. Master Robert won, in 


1924, the King, who had backed 


the winner, shook Mr. Good 
warmly by the hand and told 
him how much the ‘race had 
thrilled him. ‘King George liked 
to have an occasioal wager of 
five or ten pounds,” he says. And 
he adds: “His Majesty believed 
in moderation in all things, es- 
pecially in smoking. 

“Just after Master Robert had 
passed the winning post, the 
King took out a gold cigarette 
casc...I] thought he was going 
to ask me to smoke, but instead 
he took a cigarette from the 
case and broke it in half. One 
half he put in his holder, the 
other he put back carefully into 
his case. And I didn’t get my 
cigarette after all.” 

Meyrick Good, who has seen 
fifty-eight Derbys, tells in his 
book many’ such lively stories 


of the leading Turf personalities - 


he has known.

Killer Now AChampion Scholar 


Nat Leopold and Dick Loeb 
were the sons of Chicago mil- 
lionaires. They had everything: 
vast wealth, gdéod looks, brains, 
charm. 


There. were no follies marked 
up against them by the begin- 
ning of May, 1924. On the con- 
trary, they were both under- 
graduates with fine scholastic 
records. 


Then one May morning a car 
sped through the city and out 
into the countryside. Smiling 
Nat and gay Dick were taking 
fourteen-year-old Bobby Franks 
for a nice drive. 

Or so the boy believed—flat- 
tered, no doubt, by the apparent 
friendship” of these two older 
youths, , 


But at eighteen Nat Leopold ° 


and Dick Loeb were. already 
satiated with the good things of 
life. 


They lacked, they told one 
another, the final, the ultimate, 
thrill; the committing of a per- 
fect crime. 


The smiling, happy fourteen- 
year-old was their chosen vic- 
tim 


They stopped the car at a 
lonely spot, battered little Bob- 
by Franks’ head in and thrust 
his body into a culvert. 

Then the killers experienced 
a violent reaction. Not from 
pity or regret—but fear of the 
consequences. 

Was this “the perfect mur- 
der’? Doubt seized them. They 
panicked. They made all the 
mistakes of amateurs in crime. 
The boy's body was found. The 
chisel which inflicted the fatal 
blows was found. The perpe- 
trators of the murder were 
traced and arrested. 


Court photographs taken dur- 
ing the early hearing of their 
trial show two handsome, im- 
maculately-dressed youths seat- 
ed on either side of a sad-faced 
counsel, Clarence Darrow, the 
most famous barrister of his 
day. 

Both youths. are 
broadly. 

The good fairy who had been 
so lavish with gifts at their 
birth had apparently omitted to 
give either of them any sense 
of decency or justice. 

Chicago demanded death for 
both killgrs. The whole of the 
United States endorsed that 
demand, For a crime so heinous 
only the electric chair was suf- 
ficient penalty. 

The vast wealth of the Leop- 
old and Loeb 
mobilized for the defence. But 
there was no defence, advised 
Clarence Darrow. Both must 
plead guilty if he was to han- 
die the case. The last chance 
was t6 be his plea in mitigation. 

Darrow defended many mur- 
derers, and made some of the 
greatest defence speeches in the 
annals. of the American Bar. 
This was his greatest triumph, 
for in the face of sizzling public 
fury against his clients, he saved 
them from the electrie chair.

During his great speech in 
mitigation at the trial, Clarence 
Darrow claimed that both men 
would be fit for parole at fifty. 
By then, he told the judge and 
jury, both would have become, 
as it were, new men, no longer 
a danger to society, redeemed 
by long years of punishment 
and the self-searching of their 
own hearts. 


Has it gone like that with 
Nathan Leopold? Recently he 
applied for parole, and: this is 
what he said: “I can look into 
my own heart and soul and 
know positively that I could 
and would become a useful, de- 
cent, law-abiding citizen. . ... 
How to prove that to others is 
another matter.” 


It is improbable <hat Nathan 
Aeopold will ever be given the 
oppomunity to prove his worth 
as a free ffm, But he has al- 
ready proved his worth as a 
man while still serving his sen- 
tence in Illinois State Peniten- 
tiary, in Joliet. 
It is a record without parallel 
in prison history. 
. What Nathan Leopold has 
achieved in thirty-three years 
as a prisoner it is given to few 
men to achieve in a long life- 
time of freedom. He has made 
himself one of the greatest all- 
‘round scholars in the world. 
He knows thoroughly no few- 
‘er than twenty-eight languages, 
including that ancient Greek in 
which, as an undergraduate be- 
fore the crime, he shone above 
his class. 


Useless knowledge in his posi- 
tion, you protest? Not # all. 
With the sanction of the gov- 
ernor Leopold set up as prison 
schoolmaster. Among the pri- 
soners serving long sentences 
for every kind of major crime 
there are many clever men and 
some brilliant ones. 

Leopold offered a course first 
of all in ancient Greek, and 
rapidly his class-room filled 
with enthusiastic students. , 

One idea led to another. 
There were other men of learn- 
ing who also helped by teach- 
ing. But why courses only for 
men “inside”? Leopold explain- 
ed a new idea to the governor. 

That was in 1933, when Leop- 
old had been in prison for nine 
years. The first prison-run cor- 


respondence school ever was the 


Outcome. It succeeded from the 
first, led by Leopold and staff- 
ed by graduate prisoners as 
teachers. 

——Strangely enough, examina- 
tion results) showed a_ higher 
score for prisoner students than 

‘for students working as free 
men. Soon a “pass” from Leop- 
‘old's Joliet Correspondence 
School counted for higher edu- 
cational purposes. Some univer- 
sities even accepted it. 

You might think that enough 
for one man doing a life stretch

Smilingly they faced one an- 
other across the silver and im- 


. maculate linen of the exclusive 


Mayfair restaurant, the lovely 
girl and the handsome man. 


For her, a blue-eyed brunette 
with a dazzling smile and Cu- 
pid’s bow mouth, the man with 
the looks and air of a Guards 
officer could open the door to 
riches. 

For him, the: lovely woman 
who now leaned provocatively 
across the lamp-lit table seemed 
a vision of loveliness too ggod 


to be true. 


They had met at a. Mayfair 
cocktail party only a few days 
previously. They had. taken to 
one another at once, and soon 
ashe was confiding to him that 
she was worried about a grave 
problem. 

He would be only too glad 
fo do what he could to help, he 
said. He suggested a pleasant 
little dinner together when she 
could tell him all about it.. 

And now, leaning towards him 
ever the table, the satin sheen 
of her bare shoulders made rosy 
by the shaded lamp, she talked. 

“! had a guardian,” she be- 
gan, “a perfect old dear who 
Joved me like a father He had 
no relatives at all, and when he 
died he made a will leaving me 
his great fortune.” 

“Then, if you are rich,” inter- 
posed her companion, “your 
trouble cannot be so very ter- 
rible!” 

“But that’s just it,” she de- 
elared. “I'm not rich—I’m very 
hard up, even if I do move 
around in Mayfair and. dress 
well. You see, though my 
guardian signed his will, he did 
so without the presence of wit- 
nesses! Such a will, of course, 
jis not worth the paper it is 


_ typed on.” 


“Well, how ‘can I fielp?” ask- 
ed her companion, 

“By signing as a witness,” 

“But that would be forgery!” 
he protested. 

“It would also be a fortune 
for me and a tidy slice of it for 
you.” 

“T see” he remarked slowly. 

Before they parted that night 
the man Morton, had agreed to 
sign the document purporting to 
be the will of an elderly Bir- 
mingham solicitor, He also un- 
dertook to find a friend who 
would sign as the second wit- 
ness, for a cut. 

Thus Josephine O'Dare, daugh- 
ter of a Herefordshire farm 
Jabourer, and christened Theresa 
Agnes Skyrme, launched her- 
gelf by crime on one of the most 
amazing careers of fashionable 
London in the gay and naughty 
1920s. 

Her story of the old guardian 
Was nonsense, of course. The 
old gentleman whose will she 
forged was a wealthy Birming- 
ham solicitor under whose pro- 
tection she had lived and who 
had imbued her with.a love for 
luxury and ambition to climb 
in London society. 

Forgery, like poisoning; is a 
crime that is often repeated, 
and Josephine O’Dare, as she 
called herself, embarked on a 
social career on the proceeds of 
this particular felony. 

Morton became her close as- 
sociate, and with him his friend 
who had added his name as 
second witness to the forged 
will. This was a romantic 
crook named Davis, who passed 
himself off as Lord St. Helier 
and Captain Danvers, D.S.O. 

These three, while strutting 


‘bout the drawing rooms and 


dance clubs of Mayfair as so- 
cialites and members of the 
aristocracy, operatéd as a .bus- 
iness, a business with three par- 
tners and one product: forged 
documents. 

Between 1922 and 1927 this 
partnership yielded no less than 
$60,000. 

During. those years there were 
two Josephine O"’Dares. There 
was the Irish heiress who gave 
magnificent parties: in her lux- 
wrious Mayfair flat, who rode a 
fine mare in Rotten Row, was 
prominent at the great race 
meetings, and a notable figure 


at the most fashionable nizcht-, 


¢lubs, a 

The other Josephine was a 
hard - working criminal who, 
with her two male associates, 
made a business of forgery 

Though Josephine had gate- 
crashed some of the most. ex- 
elusive mansions in Mayfair, she 
had not entirely escaped the in- 
terest of Scotland Yard. They 
had =nothing definite to go on, 
but they could notefind out the 
gource of her Income, and she 
was seen with Davis who had a 
long’ criminal. record. So they 
watched and waited. 

A forged will having done the 


trick the first time, Josephine 
eontinued on the same lines, 
When she forged a will, with 


Davis's assistance, generally, she 
everwhelmed with her allure 
even the toughest. of money- 
lenders, She teldom came out of 
their offices empty-handed. 

Another of their activities was 
eollecting authentic signatures 
for later forging 

The system of forgery to 
which Davia introduced his apt 


and willing pupil was essenti- 
ally simple. 

He taught her that while the 
forging of a “guardian's” will 
may. be an excellent idea, it had 
the obvious limitation of num- 
ber. On the other hand there 
were many banks to which they 
could turn their talents. 

Davis's method was to steal 
letters from the letterboxes of 
big business houses. Many of 
these letters contained cheques 
which bore genuine signatures. 
With these, { application was 
madé in the \name of the cus- 
tomer to the bank concerned for, 


,a new-cheque book. Using the) 


new cheque book, a cheque was 
drawn and signed and presented 
at the bank by messenger. 

The bank had just supplied 
that customer, so it believed, 
with a new cheque book. What 
more natural than that he should 
be making use of it? 

By means of this trick and 
some brilllant forgery, Jose- 
phine and her two male associ- 
ates robbed bank after bank of 
large sums of money. 

After each successful coup 

Josephine would throw a party 
in her flat. To those who knew 
her then she seemed completely 
carefree, without a trace of the 
strain which she was sundergo- 
ing. 
j One day a man presented to 
the cashier of a West End bank 
a cheque for $750. He was tall 
and well-dressed and aroused in 
the cashier not the slightest sus- 
picion. Round the corner a pret- 
ty girl waited anxiously for 
his return. 

Meanwhile, the cashier, intent 
on his work, went across to con- 
sult a ledger. At that moment 
panic seized the waiting man. 
He lost his nerve, turned and 
ran out of the bank. He could 
have done nothing to make pur- 
suit more certain. 

That was the beginning of the 
end for Josephine O’Dare. The 
arrest of Davis was soon follow- 
ed by the arrest of Morton and 
of Josephine: herself. 

In March, 1927, Josephine 
O’Dare stood in the dock at the 
Old Bailey. She was charged 
with the forgery of wills, of 
chequegjand with getting cash 
from ‘moneylenders by_ false 
pretences. 

What manner of woman was 
this who began life in a farm 
cottage, who had but little edu- 
cation, and yet who could daz- 
zie and bamboozle society men 
and women and business ty- 
coons? 

She was,.of course an adven- 
turess. But not an ordinary one. 
She had intelligence and a ready 
wit. When she went into the 
witness-box at the Old Bailey 
she did not try to lie her way 
out, but admitted freely what 
she had done. 

When Josephine O’Dare went 
down the dock steps at the Old 
Bailey she disappeared from 
the gay and glittering world 
she had loved for four and a 
half years.... 

And then, one day in 1951, the 
Westminster Coroner held an 
inquest on a woman named Joan 
Brooks. She had been found 
dead in a shabby bed-sitter, and 
said the pathologist, she had 
died by her own hand from bar- 
bituric poisoning. 

Being charitable, the coroner 
returned an open verdict on 
Joan Brooks. 

In. so doing he said the last 
word on Theresa Agnes Skyrme, 
alias Josephine O'Dare, master 
forger, social butterfly, convicted 
criminal.

Perils Of The Jungle Keep Her Young 


As the little dog started bark- 
ing frenziedly, the tall English- 
woman who was digging in her 
garden spun around and drew 
back instinctively. There, a few 
paces away, poised ready for 
the kill, was a krait, one of 
North Borneo'’s deadliest snakes. 

Thinking more of her dog's 
safety than her own, the woman 
grabbed hold of it and called 
out to some natives who were 
laying down pipes in an adjoin- 
ing field. 

Seeing the snake, they rushed 
into the garden ,shouting a warn- 
ing. Startled by this noise, the 
snake remained imdecisive, and 
so-presented its head to a fatal 
stroke by &@ fiative, wielding his 
large grass-cutting kniie. 

Had not that dog barked 86 
opportunely, the Far East might 
have lost one of the British Red 
Cross Society’s most courageous 
and adventurous field workers, 
Lancashire-born Miss Millicent 
Mary Johnson, holder of seven 
service decorations. 

Though now in her 60th year, 
“Johnny”, as everyone calls her, 
returned only a few weeks ago, 
after a visit. to England, for a 
further spell of two years as a 
pioneer welfare officer in the 
jungles of North Borneo. 

Being interested in people and 
roughing it are the two ingredi- 
ents of her recipe for keeping 
young. Despite her years, she 
faces many physical hazards in 
carrying out her jungle duties. 


Not long ago, at Kotablud, 
while she was preparing for bed; 
she stepped back with a gasp 
of amazement and alarm. There, 
nestling below her pillow, was a 
bulging centipede, fully 18 
inches long! 

Adventure dogged her even 
on her trip back from England. 
Flying from Damascus to Co- 
lombo, she found herself, owing 
to bumpy conditions, impressed 
into service-as the sick-bay at- 
tendant. Two little girls were 
dreadfully air-sick, and one little 
boy became so ill that she had 
to give him oxygen. 

Her job in Borneo is to intro- 
duce “mercy services”, such as 
health clinics, first-aid training, 
old folks’ homes and tubercu- 
losis welfare centres to the back- 
ward areas. 

Sometimes: she travels by sea 
in a native canoe .By this 
means she reaches communities 
where everyone lives in huts 
perched high on stilts. A bam- 
boo stairway leads down to the 
sea’ Climbing these stairs in 
rough weather is tricky. 
trickier is stepping back into the 
eanoe when it bobs up and down 
at the bottom of the stairway. 

Here, she said, the natives 
have a very simple way of deal- 
ing with dirty dishes. They 
merely put them in a basket and, 
securing it by a rope, lower it 
through a hole in the floor into 
the sea. 

Once, when visiting an isolated 
Chinese school, she made first 
a 20-mile canoe trip and then, 
the tide being low, had to wade 
for half an hour knee-deep 
through treacherous’ mud-flats. 
On arrival, she washed her. fect 
ond legs, blackened by mud, in 
a water butt outside the 
but could do nothing: about her 
dripping skirt.

The stove had been taken out 
-of the parlor the previous 
spring, when the weather had 
warmed, and this gave more 
room for family affairs when the 
parlor was used much less often. 
During the summer, unless it 
rained, we'd be outdoors, or off 
in our own. rooms, and we sel- 
dom used the parlor. It was in 
winter, whe. the rest of the 
house, except the kitchen, was 
cold that we needed the parlor. 
So the stove might just as well,

then you ran the risk of setting 
the stove down with your fin- 
gers in the way. A man who was 
moving a stove and found him- 
self pinned to the floor by his 
fingers was usually a voluble 
and expressive character even 
though at other times he might 
appear taciturn and bashful. The 
man who had moved a -stove 
could be told by the full flavor 
of sweet oil which surrounded 
him. It clung. 

When a stove was being set 
up, the pipe-was always a ques- 
tion. It might go together easily, 
and it. might not. A pipe which 
fitted exactly last spring seem- 
ed peculiarly reticent about it 
in the fall: But it would eventu- 
ally fit,,and next came a small 
fire to Re, off the oil and check 
the draft. 

This filled the house with a 
characteristic aroma belonging 
to once-a-year things, and was 
not so pleasant as séme other 
aromas. Sweet oil, all but ablaze 
is not so sweet. This stench was 
immediately added to by the 
chore of blacking the ‘stove — 
for which a’cake of patent shine 


have been to neutralize the 
sweet oil, the way you. might 
burn down a house to remove 
the paint.

Canada isn’t the only place 
where the farm problem is 
troublesome to the powers-that- 
be. In the United States the 
latest idea designed to stem 
over-production is to put entire 
farms — not just certain un- 
productive acreage — “on the 
shelf.” The following from 
Washington will give you a bet- 
ter idea of what I refer to.

The administration badgered 
by continued farm surpluses, is 
prepared to resort to extraordi- 
nary measures to reduce farm 
production, 

It would remove whole farms 
from production by paying farm- 
ers to turn their entire crop-~ 
land over to government conser- 
vation projects. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Bensoi, in.his second sen- 
sational press conferéiiee. within 
the past fortnight, has announced 
that the program is being put 
into effect on-a trial basis in 
four states -—~- Illinois, Maine, 
Nebraska, and Tennessee. 

The unusual feature of this 
new, bold attempt to beat the 


name the price at which they 
are willing to enter into this 
contract with the government. 

“Bids,” they are called. The 
Department of Agriculture may 
accept or reject these bids, “on 
the basis of the lowest acceptable 
offers.” 

This differs from past practice 
in that under the regular con- 
servation reserve procedure, 
farmers have no opportunity to 
suggest a price, but are offered 
specific per-acre annual pays 
ments for land put to conserva- 
tion. crops.

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Campanella—Man 
Of Many Friends 


It was a couple of fellows 


\named Branch Rickey and Jackie 


Robinson who opened the gates 
for the Negro player in organ- 
ized baseball. : 

But_it was Roy Campanella, 
the rotund catcher, as much as 


_ anybody, who took the serious- 


ness out of the Negro’s place in 
the national pastime and. gave it 
a smile. ‘ 


In fact, in the beginning, even 
‘Roy’s critics had to smile, be- 
eause, with that chunky build 
of his, he looked far more like 
a participant in a neighborhood 
game between the married men 


and single men than he did a- 


big leaguer. 

They wondered how _ that 
roly-poly man could ever move 
fast enough to keep the major 
pace. 

But he could, and did — well 


enough to be the backbone of © 


championship Dodger teams and 
to win the most valuable player 
award three times in the Na- 
tional League—the same league 
that had a Willie Mays, a Stan 
Musial and a few other greats 
ef-this modern era, 


“Campy” was big league in a 
mumber of ways, but what his 
pals remembered most about him 
in the stories which came out 


-immediately after his automo- 


bile accident recently was his 


_ wonderful ‘sense of humour and 


warm personality — his sincere 
love for the game that has 
meant so much to the Campan- 
ella family. 

Roy was one of the highest 
paid Dodgers, yet he probably 
thought less about that side of 
it than anyone else on the then 


Brooklyn roster. He admitted, 


and meant it, that he would have 
played for nothing. 

When Jackie Robinson quit 
the .gameé, they wrote stories 
about his managerial possibil- 
ities — the first Negro with the 
potential to pilot a ball club 
writes Rumill in The Christian 
Science Monitor. 

But those close to the Dodgers 
felt that it was a case of mis- 


taken identity. While Robinson ° 


might have made the grade, 
teammates contended that Cam- 
panella had a far better chance. 


Actually, Roy had managed 
for a short spell, at Nashua, 
N.H., while he was playing there 
and Walter Alston was the field 
leader. Once when Alston was 
ejected by an umpire, Roy took 
over — to the surprise of no one 
but himself. 

However, he had the respect 
of those Nashua mates, just as 
he had in late years, in the 
Dodger clubhouse—and through- 
out the National League. 

Campy was the friend of the 
young ball player, the Pulman 
porter and waiter, the clubhouse 
boy, the boy who- carried bats, 
the men who had the unattrac- 
tive jobs around the ball park. 
No player was more willing -to 
give someone a hand — at any- 
thing. And he was the busiest 
fellow in spring training, coach- 
ing young players and sitting 
around at night talking baseball 
with all who would listen. 

Having knocked around in the 
Negro leagues for years before 
being brought to the majors, Roy 


‘appreciated far more than most 


what the luxuries of the big 
time meant. He. never abused 
them, never took them for 
granted. 

Mechanically, Campanella was 
a standout on the field. He could 
handle pitchers. He could throw. 
He nad as much right-handed 
power as any catcher in the his- 
tory ofthe game. / 

They may have laughed the 
first time they saw his round 
figure in mask and protector, 
but he quickly changed their 
tunes with his alertness and 
know-how, and that big bat, 
There was nothing funny about 
him when he was beating your 
team, as he often did.- 

* It will be some time before 
they will know whether or not 
Campy can return to baseball as 
@ player. But there should be 
gome place in the game for this 

whose speedy recovery is 
the wish of all who know-him.

Is a crooked nose liable to turn 
a youth creoked? Recent re- 
search indicates that in certain 
cases this may be so. | 

Many juvenile delinquents 
who have had such physical af- 
flictions corrected during their 


term in orm institutions are 
making d on release at a rate 
of thirty-three per cent, better * 


than youths who had not re- 
ceived attention, says Dr. D. A. 
Ogden, : medical officer.to Port- 
Jand Borstal Institution and 
Verne Prison. 


Dr, Ogden says that parental 
negelct can mean not only moral 
neglect but.neglect of physical 
handicaps, such as squinting, 
crooked noses, limps, ugly scars, 
badly healed fractures and other 
complaints. 


Such disabilities usually cause 
embarrassment to youths who 
try to cover their very natural 
resentment with an “over-com- 
pensatory aggression.” 


Of youths who had deformities 
of the nose corrected, only one 
in eight had been reconvicted 
after two years. 

“In one stroke a source of 
chronic physical discomfort and 
emotional embarrassment has 
been removed,” says Dr. Ogden 
in his report. 


Time To Fly 


Turk’s was a farmyard-built 
airplane. In those days you 
bought blueprints for airplanes 
the way you buy blueprints for 
barbecues today... . 

Our first wings were covered 
with a heavy balloon cloth. They 
had such an exaggerated curve 
that they clutched onto the air 
like a hand holding onto a cliff, 
rather than split it, like a wing 
of modern design. They were 
called clutch-grip wings. The 
little four-cylinder engine with 
a toothpick propellor had a 
rough time hauling so much air- 
plane. When they worked at all, 
they landed’so slowly you could 
almost step off and run along 
a then. But weight and ig- 

orance usually either 
them on the ground or brought 
them back to it fast.

You'd steerewith the rudder bar, 
pull the stick back” tw» ascend, 
shove it forward to nose dows, 
Your. shoulder harness was con- 
nected by means of a wire to 
the flexible trailing edge of the 
wing tips. To bank you just 
hunched your shoulders. But 
you always kept your eye on the 
“telltale,” which. was the sole 
flight instrument of its time and 
the original turn-and-bank indi- 
cator. It was nothing miore than 
a ribbon streamer tied to the 
bamboo shaft: directly in front 
of the pilot. As long as the 
streamer blew directly toward 
the pilot it indicated a properly 
banked turn, but when it trailed 
toward the outside it warned of 
a slip. If it fluttered toward the 
inside of a turn, the ship was 
skidding. ... 

I was a flier, I had no thought 
for the after years. I wanted to 
fly because it was the most ex- 
citing thing I'd ever done, I 
didn't even come close to visua- 
lizing the air’s being full of air- 
planes someday. The possibility 
that they’d ever be used com- 
mercially never occurred to me, 
They were made for fun, and I 
was going to have-plenty of it.

Mars No Venice 
Say Scientists 


There is life on Mars, that 
strange red -planet . 63,000,000 
miles away which is the earth’s 
nearest neighbour, 
the moon. An international team 
of scientists working ‘at an ob- 
servatory in the Pyrenees say 
so. They believe they have ob- 
servational proof that life exists 
there. But what kind of life? 
Living, thinking Martia s? Or 
vegetation? Or both? 

“We-don’t know,” say the ex- 
perts. But they do know, after 
studying markings on the sur- 
face of Mars; only forty miles 
apart, that changes take place 
at various seasons in the planet's 
soil. These changes in brightness 
and colour could mean that some 


kind of plants grow. there. 
With the dawn of 1958, as- 
tronomers all over the world 


are planning to take new steps 
to solve this age-old mystery of 
Mars. In recent months they 
have discovered that if space- 
men from earth do get to Mars 
they will not find “canals” there 
It is now almost certain that no 


artificial canals exist on Mars 

Way back. in 1877 astronomer 
Schiaparelli. started the canals 
notion. He found that lark 
patches that. earlie observers 
had called “oce * were ¢ 
nected by narrow eaks, Ne 
time the nds of miles f 

He called these streaks il 
ales” (channels) but bad trar 
lators macs them “ca 4 
though t v ¢ ri t 
Many mise ide i of 
ideas did I est i for cars 
even ¢ ed Lome got 
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radio-telescopes available then 
‘are likely to,add greatly to our 
knowledge of the planet. Its dis- 
tinctive red colour comes: from 
the barren deserts in the north- 
ern hemisphere, but the south- 
ern hemisphere is girdled by 
strange, dark green areas which 
might be vegetation. 

“Has Mars ever been inhabi- 
ted by intelligent beings?" an 
astronomer was asked recently. 
“Probably not,” was his cautious 
reply. He added: “If living crea- 
tures do exist on Mars today, 
we shall find out within the next 
quarter of a gentury. But for 
reasons of climate, atmosphere 
and so on it -is unlikely that 
such beings would bear much 
resemblance to ourselves.” 

Astronomers say that the Mar- 
tian atmosphere is similar to 
that 100,000 ft. above the earth's 
surface.

Every man, 
whether he is a prince or a poor 
rice-farmer, seems to have the 
ambition to perform in his vil- 
lage orchestra or dancing group, 
and those who are not talented 
enough to do so count it a priv- 
ilege to subscribe what they can 
afford to help in the purchase of 
costumes or fine instruments. 

Even the poorest, smallest vil- 
lage Owns, communally, a game- 


lan. This is the traditional or- 


chestra of Bali. The ‘majority of 
its instruments are’ metal ones— 
large hanging gongs, smaller 
ones set horizontally in racks, 
tiny cymbals and many. different 
variants on thé dulcimerlike in- 
strument we had seen in the 
ceremony at Denpasar. In addi- 
tion to these, there may be a 
rebab, the two-stringed Arab 
fiddle, bamboo flutes and, al- 
ways, two drums. 

Most of these instruments are 
extremely expensive. Balinese 


smiths are able to forge the © 


bronze keys for the dulcimers, 
but the secret of making the 


clearest-sounding and most mus-. 


ical gongs is possessed only by 
the craftsmen of a small town 
in southern Java and a fine 

ong is therefore a _ treasured 
Srseaigp, worth a great deal 
of money. =~. 

The music produced by. the 
gamelan is of the most ravishing 
kind, full of subtle percussive 
rhythms, plangent ripples and 
crashing chords. I had expected 
that I should find it too foreign, 
too exotic, to give any real 
pleasure. Yet it- was not so. The 
musicians played with such 
verve, conviction. and dedica- 
tion, and their music was altet- 
nately so exciting and so tender- 
ly contemplative, that we were 
enraptured by it. 

. Twenty or thirty people are 
necessary to play the full game- 
lan, and they perform with a 
precision and accuracy of timing 
which would do credit to any 
European orchestra. None of 
their intricate compositions is 
ever written down; the musi- 
cians carry them only in their 
memories. Furthermore, every 
orchestra’s repertoire is s0 ex- 
tensive that it is able to play 
for many hours on end without 
repeating any one composition. 

This high professional skill -is 
only gained by arduous practice. 
Each night as dusk fell the vil- 
lage musicians gathered in a pa- 
vilion to begin rehearsals, As 
the tinkles and sonorous crashes 
of the orchestra rang around 
the village, we, with Mas as our 
sponsor, sought out the rehearsal 
pavilion to sit and listen. The 
leader of the gamelan is always 
the drummer and it is through 
the beats of his drum that he is 
able to control the orchestra's 


tempo. Uusually, however, he is . 


an equally skillful performer on 
all the other instruments and he 
often stopped the music and 
walked over to one of the dul- 
cimer players to demonstrate 
exactly how a theme should be 
played.—From “Zoo Quest for 
a Dragon,” by David Attenbor- 
ough.

Koala Bears 
At Home 


The most popular inhabitants 
of the (Flinders) Chase are un- 
doubtedly the Koala Bears. 
These are of the Victorian 
species with thick fur, grey ton- 
ing to brown, and very feathery 
ears. 

The home of the koalas by the 
Rocky River is a particularly 
beautiful wooded flat. The steep 
sandbanks run sheer down to the 
river bed on one side, and on 
the other bank the woods run 


_north to steep limestone cliffs. 


The flat is a jungle of tall, slim 
Manna Gums interspersed with 
larger trees, and carries a thick 
undergrowth of wattles, prickly 
bushes and dead branches. It is 
broken here and there by patches 
of sunlit bracken, as part of this 
country was cleared for barley 
growing when the old Rocky 
River station was worked as a 
farm. 


In the swaying tops of these 


tall trees the little bears can 
usually be found, silhouetted 
against the sky, swinging in the 
wind, curled up asleep, or 
reaching out for gum-leaves. On 


‘a hot day they will curl. up on 


a fork or limb and sleep mo- 
tionless for hours. Often if one 
is studying the branches of a 
big gum tree, what appears to 
be a knob or curly branch will 
unroll itself and turn out to be 
a koala moving off for a feed. 
In the evening they become act 
ive and perform some amusing 
acrobatic feats for such clumsy 
little animals, swinging on the 
twigs as they search for a foot- 
hold .It was a source of great 
joy to us the first time one ap- 
peared in the trees shading our 
camp and performed for our

Why Lawn Seed Mixtures 

Grass is just grass to a lot of 
people but for a good lawn it 
must be very much more than 
that. To stay green all summer, 
to resist drought, crowd out 
weeds, to stand traffic, to re- 
main fine and velvely, we need 
mot one variety of grass but sev- 
eral. That is why lawn seed 
eomes in mixtures. 

In these mixtures there will be 
some quick growing hardy varie- 
thes to make a showing early in 
the spring. Then there will be 
later growing sorts to fill in and 
provide colour and fineness after 
the early varieties have died 
down and are resting. There is 
also a percentage of long living 
@r permanent grasses that will 
take ovér and continue the .col- 
eur and texture for years. If 
enly one variety of grass was 
sown then at some season of the 
year it would start to mature, set 
seed and lose its colour. 

For special purposes, there are 
different mixtures. If the loca- 
tion is very shady it is useless to 
Ow grasses that must have plen- 
ty of sunshine. So we use mix- 
tures especially adapted to grow- 
ing in shade. For bowling and 
putting greens, for damp loca- 
tions or very high, it is also ad- 
visable to get mixtures or varie- 


tles especially suitable.
